Celebrated Birth of Son.

His wife, still in University Hos- 
pital, Culver City, was informed 
late last night of his death. Healy, 
41 years old, had called the birth 
of a son the greatest excitement in 
his life. 

His friends said they took him 
home after the celebration, and that 
he gave a somewhat incoherent 
story of engaging in an argument 
and a fight. Healy told them he 

nt to a Hollywood hotel after the 
fight and was treated for his in- 
juries: He then drove to a Beverly 
Hills hotel. Friends took him home. 

The Coroner said an examination 
of the body showed a red, subcuta- 
neous streak across Healy's left 
temple, possibly caused by a blow, 
and a deep gash above the left eye, 
which had been closed by two sur- 
gical clips. The left eyelid showed 
red bruises. 


Married Second Time, 

Healy’s wife is the former Betty 
Hickman, member of a socially 
prominent Pasadena family. 

He and Miss Hickman, his second

His illness be- 
came serious early in November, 
when he was stricken with cere- 
bral trombosis. 

He rallied several times, but 
brohchial pneumonia complicated 
his condition last Sunday. He 
lapsed into a coma and regained 
consciousness for only short periods 
thereafter. 


Funeral services will be at 2 p. m. 
tomorrow, with the Rev. Conrad 
H. Gesner officiating. The body 
will be taken to Washington Satur- 
day and funeral services will be 
held in National Cathedral at 
2 p. m. day. 

Death Announced Prematurely. 

Dr. J. Lepak, attending phy- 
sician, said premature announce- 
ment of the death as having taken 
place at 7:10 p. m., 18 minutes be- 
fore it actually occurred, resulted 
from an unauthorized statement 
during his absence. Dr. Lepak 
added: \ 

“He had been in a coma since 
about noon Monday with breathing 
very irregular. Sometimes it 
seemed to have stopped completely 
and stimulants were administered. 
This seeming occurence of death 
came frequently and at 7:10 p. m. 
some member of the family circle 
reported to the press the patient 
had died. 

“Mr. Kellogg, however, continued 
to respond to stimulants intermit- 
tently up to the time or very short- 
ly before I arrived at the house 
about 7:23 p. m.

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AN IMPORTANT DECISION ON PICKETING. 


The New York Court of Appeals, the highest court 
in New York and the leading state court in the 
country, has handed down a 6-to-1 decision in a 
picketing case which should give labor unions pause. 
Freely admitting that peaceful picketing is legai, the 


picketing a plain trespass upon the law. The law 

is violated, says the opinion of the New York Judges, 
where a large crowd gathers in mass formation, 
or there is shouting or the use of loud-speakers 
in front of a picketed place of business, or the 
sidewalk entrance is obstructed by parading 
around in a circle or lying on the sidewalk. 

Such actions are merely a form of intimidation. 

Disorderly conduct, force, violence or intimida- 

tion by pickets should be sternly suppressed by 

the police and their administrative authority. 

The court then goes on to deal with the subject 
of secondary picketing, and what it has to say on 
this should also be food for thought in labor organi- 
zation councils. 

Likewise (continues the opinion) it is illegal 
to picket the place ~ business of one who is 
not himself a party to an industrial dispute to 
persuade the public to withdraw its patronage 
generally from the business for the purpose of 
coercing the owner to take sides im a controversy 
in which he has no interest. Nor is it legal to 
ruin the custom and trade generally or to accost 
or interfere with customers at the entrance to 
the store. 

This does not mean that the court condemned 
secondary picketing in every instance. On the con- 
trary, it specifically found that if peaceful picketing 
is directed against a product which the picketed 
merchant or business house is retailing and not 
at the merchant's business in general, secondary 
picketing is within the law. Distinguishing between 
improper and proper picketing of a secondary nature, 
the court said: . 

Where the manufacturer disposes of the prod- 
uct through retailers in unity of interest with it, 
unless the union may follow the product to the 
place where it is sold and peacefully ask the 
public to refrain from purchasing it, the union 
would be deprived of a fair and proper means of 
bringing its plea to the attention, of the public.

Position of the Civil Liberties Union 


Replying to criticism by writer who said group was zealous only for radicals, spokes- 
men cite defense of Klan, Nazis, Hearst and Hamilton Fish; Left and labor are 
most often attacked and have most need of help, they add; organization's program, 
they assert, is upholding the civil rights of minorities, irrespective of their views. 


N his syndicated article published in the 

Post-Dispatch of Dec. 18, Walter Lipp- 

mann made the following comment: 

“There is the Civil Liberties Union, one 
of the truly indispensable private organiza- 
tions in America, with its long and noble 
record of persistent and courageous defense 
of forgotten individuals and of hated minori- 
ties. Yet, somehow, the Civil Liberties 
Union has neither the dignity nor the pres- 
tige nor the effectiveness which its princi- 
ples deserve. 

“The reason, I feel sure, is that the union 
almost never goes into action when the lib- 
erties of anyone on the Right are attacked, 
though in fairness it should be recalled that 
the union did most bravely defend some 
American Nazis a few years ago when they

Place in refrig- 
erator until firm. Makes 32 pieces.

Flatbrod or flatbread, which is 
unleavened, thin and crisp, is one 
of the oldest types of Norwegian 
bread, and still a much-used bread. 
In many of the country sections it 
is made in quantity three or four 
times a year and safely stored in a 
stabbur, a small storehouse built on 
pillars. The bread is made from 
products grown locally, such as po- 
tatoes and rye flour, oatmeal or 
wheat flour. Or the bread may be 
made from one or several cereal 
flours and water. With a rolling 
pin ribbed lengthwise, pieces of 
stiff dough are rolled into large, 
paper-thin disks, two feet or more 
in diameter, Each piece is baked 
either on a hot, heavy iron plate 
placed over the open fire, or on the 
smooth solid top of a stove or a 
large round griddle. A long pointed 
stick is used to transfer the disk 
to the stove and to turn it to bake 
both sides. The crisp, dry bread is 
stacked flat, covered and stored in 
a cool, dry placé, Or each piece may 
be folded into quarters while warm 
and then stacked. This bread keeps 
crisp and fresh for months. It is 
broken in pieces and eaten as 
bread; or it may be served soft by 
placing a piece between clean moist 
cloths a short time before eating. 
The recipe given is used in many 
American homes. 


“FLATBROD.”: 

Two cups hot mashed potatoes, 
one teaspoon salt, two tablespoons 
fat, three to four cups rye flour, 
oatmeal or all-purpose flour. Season 
potatoes with salt and fat, and 
gradually work in flour to make a 
stiff, smooth dough; if permitted 
to stand one-half hour or longer, it 
rolls more easily.
